THI ON MIOHTH BUU. 



A student attending a Vnivenity U suppoaed to b« preparing 
himself for his lite-work. Supposedly the object of an education is 
to draw out the best qualitiei in the atudent, in' short to make of 

him a man. 

We submit that the one-eighth rule with regard to attendance 
is not administered at McOill in a manner likely to accomplish 
this purpose. 

It will be said that the purpose of the rule is to compel the 
student to do a certain amount of work, thus justifying his pres- 
ence at college and also safe-guardmg the parents or others, who 
may be paying for the student's education. 

Students may be divided roughly into two groups; those who 
take an interest in their lecturea and étudies, and those who do 
not. The first group will attend lectures without any compulsion, 
and will not absent themselves from any without good and suf. 
fioieht cause — a simple explanation ought to be quite enough from 
such. The second group, who are not interested in their work, will 
not be forced to it by all the rules in the calendar. Experience 
shows that though the body is present at lectures, the spirit may 
be far away. 

Let us imagine— if we can— the state of affairs without any 
* one-eighth rule. The students who are interested in their work 
will attend just as ever — evidently no compulsion is necessary in 
their case. The students of the second group will stay away. In 
that case there would be no loss to student, parent or University, 
since, as yvti haVe seen, presence «t lectures does not neeeisirily 
indicate any work on his part. 

The effect of the one-eighth rule on the students of the first 
group is to compel them to waste their precious time, when they 
might be doing some of the work which they are so much interest- 
ed in, running to get a certificate from a physician, who was not 
even aware of the students' existence, much less that he was not 
attending lectures— for, nine cases out of ten, sickness is the cause 
of his absence, and nme cases out of ten the man was not under 
the doctor's care. 

The effect of the rule on the students of the second group is 
to compel them to attend lectures when they might just M well 
be absent, since they do them no good, anyway. 

We would suggest that instead of the one-eighth rule there 
should be one calling for a report every week from lecturers and 
professors, giving details of absentees, or the ever-present roll-book 
could be turned into the Faculty office. It would then be a sim- 
ple matter to check off the habitual absentees, and action could be 
taken accordingly. We would also snggest that this rule Should 
apply only to the first two years.

Nominations to the Presidencies of the Students' Council and 
the various Major Clubs must be in the hands of the Secretary of 
the Students' Council not later than six o'clock this evening. The 
approaching elections are of vital importance to the student. Every 
undergraduate should have some interest in the manner in which 
student affairs are managed, and the quality of the administra- 
tion which is meted out by the student govembg bodies. 

It is not the part of the intelligent man to grumble at the lack 
of business and executive ability of those who occupy the respon- 
sible positions. It is rather the duty of such men to see that only 
those properly qualified are allowed to assume such responsibilities. 

When an important student election, such as that which is im- 
pending, is thwarted in iU purpose by the fact that several of the 
offices in question are filled by acclamation, with not even the 
semblance of an election, there is something radically wrong. 

An occasional election by acclamation can be -justified on the 
grounds of some undeniable ability which a candidate is unani- 
mously credited with, but when several offices are simultaneously 
filkd in this manner, the implication is that there is not sufficient 
Interest taken in the matter to induce the electors to place two 
eandidates in the field. 

It is in the interests of the student body that its affairs be ad- 
ministered in a proper and able maimer, but if they, by failing to 
interest themselves in the election of their administrafors, later 
have reason to be dissatisfied with the way in which matters arc 
being managed, it little becomes them to complain. Now Is the time 
to insure the interests' of the undergraduate body. If yon do not 
know the men who are being run for the various offices, make it a 
point to obtain enlightenment and satisfy yourself that you at 
least have done your best to safeguard the future.

Some ot the Americans now In Eu- 
rope are unintentionally hindering our 
team work In food-saving by aendlng 
to thla country near-facta and Inci- 
dents which seem to show that the 
Allied Nations are not short ot food. 

The American visitor in Paris is 
often able to get pastries and other 
dainties, and the American soldier 
writes home about the hoapltaUty ot 
French people. Neither ot them un- 
derstand that the French are putting 
their beat toot forward to ahow their 
appreciation ot Americans, and that 
the new trilla on Parisian .lite In the 
way ot i^try tor the Americana count 
neither one way nor the other in the 
great food problem of France. 

It the American visltora and aol- 
dlers could see how the rank of file 
ot the French people live they would 
write home a very different kind of 
a story. 

These stories are not Intended to do 
harm, of course, yet they filter back 
throughout the United States and, be- 
ing taken as first-hand information — 
what is the average American family 
to go by, anyway, it not by letters from 
its own BUI or Jim with Pershing? 
—lead to a certain alackneas here in 
food conservation, on the aaaumptlon 
that the hardahlpa In allied oountriea 
have been masnifled. 

Thla la a altuatlon which editors 
can do mudi to correct juat now aad 
the facta are about as toUowss 

There la aotuaUy no atarvatlon In 
any ot the aUled countries, not even 
Belgium. People are on short ratlona, 
yet raally manage to live. Even dur- 
ing the btackeat daya in Belgium 
there was not actual starvation so 
much as danger of starvation. 

Every one ot the countries now de- 
pending upon us tor food are without 
reserve supplies. They have rations 
for to-day, and are able to tight and 
'work, and the visitor going about 
among the people would be quite 
within the truth In writing home that 
there was no starvation. 

The ever-present danger, the su- 
preme peril is, that something may 
Interrupt the flow ot food from this 
country. Any disaster to shipping 
would do it Lack ot co-operation in 
food saving here might do It It we 
fail In our great war reaponalblllty, 
the larder of the ' Alliea would be 
swept as bare as Mother Hubbard's 
cupboard within two weeks. That 
would atop^war work and weaken the 
fighting force on the Weetecn front 

That la the true danger, and no op- 
tlmlatle atories from AUled countriea,' 
whether they come In the aoldler'a 
letter, or are spread broadcast by 
journalists, must be permitted to 
weaken our determination to help the 
AUies through the food stringency 
which will be increasln^ly acute from 
now until the end ot this year. 

AKain and again It must be empha- 
slied by writers and editors in this 
country that our fond programme, 
both for the Alllej and ourselves, la' 
based upon facts ri&nned to secure rC'

Yeaterdajr evening, ln< Strathoona 
HaU, the Phlloaophical tlociety had 
the pleasure ot hearing Dr. J. W. A. 
Ulckaon read A moat > brllUaat paper 
oa the "Formulation ot Hypothaaes In 
Science and Philosophy." After the 
boalneaa had been dlaposed of, the 
chairman. Mr. B. Benjamin, BjL, 
cuUed on Dr. Hlokson to read bis pa- 
per. ' 

Dr. Htckson first aatabUahed that all 
science starts with sense-data, and 
that aomng these data certain laws 
or regulaifties can be immedUkt^y 
ascertained, and that therefore these 
caU for an explanation, and we arc 
led to enquire into thdir cauaea; he 
also ahowed how certain phyalclsta as 
Mach and H. Herts had legarded 
this problem, and stated tbalr views 
as to the JunoUon of hypothèbla« He 
next dealt with Ncwton'a ideaa ot'i 
hypothesis, and of a vera causa, and 
Polncare'a doctrine of the three varia 
tlea of hypotheaaa. Hypothaaea must 
tw conceivable; must conform to time 
and space; must involve the law of 
causation; must not contain the tacts 
to be explained; must be selt-(Mnstant, 
and must not conflict With .well found- 
ed induction, or with sensible ex- 
perience. 

Next his admissibility of an hypo- 
thesis Is tested by its capacity to 
explain the phenomena for which It 
was Invented, and it is important to 
notice that the more thoroughly this 
can be tested in a quantitative man- 
ner, the more satisfactory la the hy- 
pothesis. 'ÏNtrthe^, the OMbwtOeaoOe 
of the hypothesis shottl4| ,a#||ll| Ot 
verification. In order that an hypo* 
theslsiUMlttt to be proved, it 

would have to be ahown, not only 
that it explained all required phe- 
nomena, but that no other .hypothefilf. 
was logically poaslble. If this nega- 
tive criterion, aa la usually the case, 
can not be applied, then we must fall 
back on an expcrimentum cruels. 
Which will only ilecide betwoen two 
rival hypotheses; when this falls sim- 
plicity may be a criterion, but is not 
of Itself a test ot the admissibility of 
an hypothesis. 

Polncare has held that all beliefs 
were merely hypotheses; but here 
there are differences in degree, and 
the apeaker held that this was not u 
consistent attitude towards the prob- 
lem. He next discussed certain hypo- 
theaaa which did not coma under these 
requirements. Thé hypotheaea vf 
Spiritism, explaining the' uiiknown hf 
an unknown agent acting according to 
unknown laws. The explanation of 
the properties of, n>Sttsr, the - knerwn 
phenomenon, by the unknown hyjpo* 
thctlcal agent the ether, aa In J. J. 
Thomson's conception of the nature of 
an atom. And tlnoUy he commented 
on seme of the prevailing tendencies 
1.1 present-day physical speculation, 
tendencies which were very much like 
those ot the Hegelian Dialectic, only 
with this difference ;that Hegel 
started with nothing, and got some- 
thing, and the PhyalclsU started Wtth 
aomcthtng and got nothing. 

Dr. Sullivan, Dr. King, Dr. BallM, 
Dr. Caldwell, and Mr. Beajamla took 
part in the resultinc .dlseuaalmi. aad 
Dr. Bickaon aubseatteatly tepUad.

"WOMAM I WOBK W WAS." 

(Continued.) 

Briefly, then— the war In a large 
port of thfl world has forced industry 
to employ women laborers, hence It 
la no longer considered disgraceful or 
Impogslble or unusual for a woman 
to work at any occupation for which 
ber abillUes, her atrengtli and her in- 
clinations fit ber. 

The next question is— do the posi- 
tions granted woman by war work 
•uit her inclinations, her ability and 
ber strength. A 1916 number of The 
Katlon says that compeUtion after the 
Mar will probably be felt not In In- 
dustry, but In the professons and 
clerical positions. This seems high- 
l|Mi>«bable. The Increased «eonomlc 
Umuds have already called women 
Into almost every branch of Indus- 
trial service, for which they are fit- 
ted or inclined. The type of women 
whoso services wiU be available for 
street car and railway service, and 
suCh work as require exposure and 
physical strength, would do It only aa 
long as it offered more wages than In 
former occupations. If thpre Is a de- 
mand for such labor higher wages 
will be offered to women, as In the 
case of munitions, and the shops will 
De forced eventually to raise their 
wages and better their conditions. 
Women will then return to the shops 
at these higher wages and under 
these better conditions. 

Women foremen, and inspectors, 
travelling saleswomen, and buyers 
who have won their position now, and 
who make good will be unlikely to 
give them up after the war, and they 
will have made an opening for other 
women who wish to enter that field, 
e. P. Brcddnridse, of Chicago Uni- 
versity, asserts that women are unfit 
tor. travtfllng saleswomen,/ since they 
lack a bargaining capacity. She did 



J 



not prove her statement. 

In raferencs to clerical positions a 
report In the Journal of Canadian 
OankeraP Association says that after 
the war thousands .of women will be 
forced to earn theUr living, and they 
will view the ol^oosing of (heir oc- 
cupation seriously. Many women have 
gone Into banking since the war broke 
out, doing largely clerical work, for 
which they are well adapted. One wo- 
man In the United States draws a 
salary of $10,000. In the head office 
of the Bank of Montreal 100 girig are 
employed, and since the war a targe 
part of the force of all the banks are 
women. One Montreal banker said 
that girls In banks laok Initiative. 
These girls are not getting the same 
salary as the men they replace. Should 
he expect the same ability? An R. V. 
C. student said that she thought ^he 
manager of a Montreal bank, for 
whom she had worked, secretly 
thought girls in banks a success. In 
fact, when one oonslders the thous- 
ands of elerioal vosittons held by wo- 
men In the United flutes Civil Ber- 
vice^ a ootttrary deolston would seem 
questfaHtahle. The Bank of Montreal 
has obliged girls to give up their po- 
sitions to returned soldiers. It does 
not seem possible that returned sol- 
diers would begin to replace all thé 
arlrls working In banks In Canada and 
the United States. 

Agriculture is another debatablp oc- 
cupation given prominence by the war. 
Someone has said, "The land is a hard 
task mistress, exacting strenuous and 
unremitting toll." "The Women's 
Farm and Garden Union" report an 
enormous increase in membership 
since 18$>. The members own farms 
from 3 to 700 acres, garden and poul- 
try farms, apple orchards in Canada, 
and orange plantations in Florida. In 
the years between 1900 and 1910 there 
was an Increase of 829,714 women In 
agriculture, making in 1910 a total of 
1,807,050 women, and of course the war 
has increased that number greatly It 
hardy seems Ukdy that women will 
stay In agriculture after the war as 
In otbsr occupations. It is heavy 



physical work, labor Is high, and at 
best the uncertainty of crops gnd 
markets make It a gamble and a los- 
ing game to those who must h^ 
most of their labor. 

Women on the police force have 
come to stay, say the New Yorkers. It 
has been found that they handle wo- 
men's cases more effectively, showing 
more delicacy and Judgment than the 
average policeman. 

Women in the professions is still a 
most interesting question, especially 
to students who belong to an Insti- 
tution which does not grant a de- 
gree in medicine to women, and to 
those who live in a province where 
women ars not yet admitted to. the 
bar. 

It would seem that with thk acel- 
lent training which the medleal men 
are getting at the front, and with the 
faculties of medicine decreasing lit- 
tle on this aldfl, that women would be 
praetloally shut out after Um. war. An 
article la one of the late r ev ie ws en- 
titled *^emen In Madlctnè," poinu 
out that WMien are oontrfhuting their 
share With men In raising the stand- 
ards of health all over the wortd. 
Physiological and sanitary science, as 
applied to dally lives are urgent. 
Among the 7,000 to 8,000 women doc- 
tors in the United States there i.^ 
scarcely one who has not done or 1» 
not doing something in the way of 
instructing others In the means of 
preserving health In schools, colleges, 
social centres, factories. In the care 
i of 'the homes, and In the training of 
the children. Women are naturally 
more Interested In this kind of medi- 
cine than men, who are concerned 
with the correction of civic evils. Dr. 
S. Josephine Bawer is director of 
five boroughs of Greater New York, 
with twenty-fivb women physicians 
under her. educating the parents In 
hygiene and aanita.tion. The mortal- 
ity of babies under one year has been 
reduced from 144 for 1,009 births in 
1907 to 94.S per 1,000 In 1»14, a, lower 
rate than any other of the krgesi 
cities in the United States or Z<urope 
I might mention more cases oil^ 'the

success of women in medicine, but I 
think. this Is sufficient to substantiate 
the statement that the new inspira- 
tion given to medical men will serve to 
call more women to co-operate in an 
occupation which means better health 
and a better, happier world. 

The legal profession — What of wo- 
men in law? If, as a result of the 
war the English Parliament, the Bor- 
den Government and the United States 
grant the vote to women, it is not 
unlikely that such laws as now ex- 
ist In these countries barring women 
from the legal profession will be 
amended, and If by the war precedent 
Is set aside; for English speaking wo- 
men at least, the phrase "Women have 
never done It," and "Inveterate uéage" 
win be a thing of the past. But will 
women enter the law? Eîxperience has 
proven that certain lines In the le- 
gal profession appeal to women — such 
lines as handling cases in which a 
great mass of inlspry is Involved for 
women and children, and special ser- 
vice In socializing the administration 
of Justice. Women are especially suc- 
cessful In the Juvenile Courts. 

The teachers' world will probably 
be affected adversely. Many women 
who went in for teaching not from 
choice, but from necessity will turn 
to other occupations which better suit 
their taste. On the other hand the 
prlnctpalships of many High Schools 
and Academies are being left vacant 
by men going to the front and filled 
by women. This will be especlàly true 
In the United States. Thus teachers' 
wages for women 'will tend to rise, 
and an opening will be gIVen to wo- 
men for the responsible positions. 

In passing I would like to mention 
the large opening field of Journalism. 
Graduates from the PuUtser School 
of Journalism, Banard College. Colum- 
bia, Wve not yet been tested, but re- 
ports from that school indicate that 
luch a test wO\, be made by filling the 
places of men who have gone, and thus 
impetus will be given to journalism 
;or women

The weekly meeting of the Bible 
Study Clasaea was held as usual last 
night at Strathoona Hall. At the con- 
clusion of the supper, and Just be- 
fore going upstairs to the classes, the 
assembled Bible students Joined heart- 
ily in two familiar hymns under the 
leadership of Mr. Millen. A slight 
falling-off in numbers was noticed last 
night, especially In the case of the 
class for Fourth Tear men and Theo- 
logues. Is this a sign that the ses- 
sional exams are looming into sight? 
N'ext week's session will be the last of 
the season, and It Is hoped that all 
the members will make It a point to 
be present. 

Owing to the general interest being 
taken in the topics under discussion in 
the Seniors' Group, we follow our usual 
custom of giving an abstract of Mr. 
Bradford's talk to the Fourth Year 
men. "The Problem of the Modern 
Church" was tlie subject last night. 
Mr. Bradford decLared that the 
Church's problem now was the same 
as It always has been, viz., to bring 
men Into right relation with the Di- 
vine, but in each age It has far dif- 
ferent conditions. The outstanding fea- 
ture of modern life Is the tremendous 
growth of the city and town, with 
the consequent problems of disease, In- 
fant mortality, housing o^nditions, 
wages, and the various social evils. 
Face to face with startling oondlttona 
the churches are beginning to see that 
brotherhood, love and righteousness 
are of Infinitely higher value than 
ceremonials, creeds and buildings. 

The .Church's peril, he declared, lies 
In Its failure to attract the multitudes. 
The best cure for this seems to be an 
insistence on the plain message of the 
power of religion to mako the lives 
of men better and more worth living. 
Another cause for dissatisfaction Is 
the dropping out of Sunday Schools 
of the boys and girls after they reach 
their fifteenth year. This seems to 
be the result of not recognising the 
need of carefully trained leadership 
for the adolescent. The Bible Schools 
need re-organisation along lines that 
will give more responsibility to the 
"'teen age" boys and girls. 

Another charge against" organised 
religion was its failure to master 
modern social movements, such as 
the elimination of child labour, the 
wiping out of the slums, the spread of 
playgrounds, etc. As a remedy for 
these conditions he suggested church 
fpderatlon and a better co-operation 
with such brotherhood organizations 
«s the Y.M.C.A., the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew, and the Brotlierhood of 
Andrew and Philip. The Church's 
programme should be five-fold: 1, 
Bible Study; 2, Evangelism; 3, Social 
Service; 4, Boys' Work and 5, Mis- 
lions. He advocated wider co-opera- 
tion of churches, more use of the 
church-plant during the week, more 
use of young people "as social work- 
ers, and. finally and of the utmost 
ImporUnce, & more sympathetic un- 
derstanding for the "down-and-out." 

Everything seems ' to indicate that 
after the war there will be a radical 
readjustment of the work of the 
Church along the above-mentioned 
tines.
